u;i the atcatucr .Vucun. '1 boy arrived in 
safety at Cliiloat. The purpose of the 
journey was to eat.abliBli misaions fur 
evangelizing tho Indiana. On June 19th 
tbey travelled over the divide in a north- 
west ilirecl mii aa far iut .Stewart's rivor. 
J'liero the p.ti ly remained with tho .A.laH- 
ka ( 'oimiiei cial L'omp;uiy 'a traders, Mayo 
uid H;upcr, until Septeiubor 7th. Tlie 
archl)isliop left two fathers at Stewart's 
rivor station to establish a mission for the 
Stickeoi» Indians, and ho decided to go as 
far as Nutltikayel, a village near tho 
iiioutli of tbe 'i'aiiii.iii.iii river, leaving 
.Stewart'a river on Sepioinlior Mlh in ciiiu- 
pany with Frank Fuller. .Several Indians 
were mot, whoaccompanied thoni. Nutlu- 
kayot wa.s reiu'lied tui October 24th, and 
ibe ptu i y were lodged at the trading post, 
receiving a lieariy welcome froiii tho 
iNliilea and Indians, lo whom tho sroh- 
bialiop was well known. I'art of lliia jour- 
ney w<is made in a boat and part iji a sled 
with dog tounis. 

THB AKCUBISHOr DEPARTS, 

After a few weeks aniotig the natives 
the archbi.shiip ilcoided to luiab on to Nou- 
lala, several hundred niiJoa lower down 
the Yukon river. 

Of the arohbishoji's movements and 
ile;-.th, after leaving Nutlukayot, Father 
To.s.si knows only what was told him by 
Indian guides, and a half-brcod Indian 
wlii> waa a witness of tin? iiinrder. Father 
i'liaai sayi^ lie liaa full euiitidonoe in thu 
Indian, and bulieves his story is correct. 
After several days journey on sleds from 
Nutlukayot a stop was niado at a point 
alionl thirty miles from Noulata, which 
latter is dl.-itatit front St. Michuul's about 
17" mill's. The archbishop desired to 
puab I inward to a more suitaole place for 
a niiaKioii, and coiiHiiltod with his Indian 
guides u|ioii the subjeot. This action did 
not suit Ji'uller, who told the arohbishop 
tbal he ouglit to ask his advice and not 
itial of tile Iniliiiiia. Me re])liod that thu 
liulians were to lie depended upon and 
bad e.xpefieiice as L'liiileii, and lhal ho 
» islied til <,'n nil. This roaolul'.oii caUHod 
l''uller lo grumble, and be begun Lo on- 
ileavor to make the natives discontonted 
with tho archbialio|i. 

.V III.Sl'UTK. 

After the camp was nmdo and the party 
were gathered aroinid tho lire in their half 
tent and half dug-otit, Fuller and thu 
ari-'bbi.sliop li.ul aoiiie wonls together, but 
as they talked in English and the Indians 
understood for tho most part only their 
native tongue and thu Russian languago, 
it is not known what the conversation was 
about. Fuller, however, appeared to bo 
Hiisjiieious and sullen, while the archbish- 
op was inclined to be in light spirits, 
laughing several times during tho even- 
ing. 

After supper tho party arraiigud their 
bedding aroinid the tire for tho niglit. 
Pile weather waa uxtroinoly bitter at this 
liinc, the tliermoineler ranging from t(*n 
In Iwuiily dcgreua lielow /.oro. 'I'ho Indian 
liny Kl.ituH tliatHoveraltiiuesduriiig tlio liiglil 
l''iiller got lip and walked around the the, 
and seemed t.<i bo very nervous. In spread- 
ing the fui-B and blankets, Fuller's bed 
was next to that of tho archbishop, while 
ihid- (if till- Indiana was on tho oppositu 
sidi,-. TliL' aichbisliiip would tlioreforo bo 
aluepiiig between Fuller and tho Indians. 
Tho dogs that were used for drawing thu 
sleighs were bunched at tho head of all 
the beds. 

TlIK .MliRIIKll, 

I'jii ly next morning, thia hoing .Sunday ' 
November 28, about llie break of daj', tho 
boy states thai he saw Fuller got up from 
thu place whoro ho was sluoping and sit 
by the ehiberA of'thtfflj'e.in'itjje contro of 
the hut. Ho waa seated, looking at tho 
gloupiug archbishop and hod a rme under 



his oloak. Suddenly he rose and called 
to his victim, saying it was time to get up. 

Raising his head, tho sight of the rille 
barrel met tho arclibislioii's gtizo. The 
Indian .says that both ho and the arcli- 
b'ahop appeared to bo too dazeil to speak. 
The latter, as if mechanically, folded his 
hands across his breast and bowed bis 
head. The bullet entered hia forehead, 
over the loft eye, paaaiiig lliroiigli the 
hoad and coming out of the back of the 
head, near tho top of the neck. The 
archbishop died aliim.st immediately. 

TAKKN TO .S'l'. .MICHAKI.'.S. 

Tho bishop's body was placed on a 
sleigh and taken to Noulata. It was here 
encased as well as possible, and forward- 
ed by trail to St. Michael's, carriage be- 
ing made on sleighs drawn by dnga. St. 
Micliael's was reached u few daya before 
CJhriatuiaa, 

Frcderiukauii, llie trader at Is\iiilata, is 
said tu be thu only white man besides 
Fuller, who saw the bishop's face after 
death. Fuller acc(mi|>anied the remains 
to St. Micliaol's. The body is now tlieie, 
and is kept in a frn/.uii stale by i.'e, wliicb 
is ku|)t continually aroinul it. itefnie 
leaving the camp near Noulata it was fro/.- 
en stiH' by the weather, and has been kepi 
so over sinco. 

With rofereneo to whether or not the 
biidy will he brouglit from St. Michaol'a 
or be buried iJiere, Father Tnssi says that 
he liaa left the matter in llie bands nf t'le 
captains nf tho revenue cull era Kii.sli and 
I'ear, and the agent of the .Alaska Cnui- 
inercial eoiiipiiny. The limly is now in I lie 
old Russian towur at .St. Michael's. The 
Hear was to have left that point on the 
4th Inst, for a fiortherii cruise, under for- 
mer instructinii.'i fnini the governiiient.

Father To.isi states tliat when he 
met Fuller in Portland ho (Fuller) waa 
aiked to do a certain errand after 
nightfall, but refused to go out unless 
some one^ accompanied hhu, saying he 
feared somebody would take his life. This 
same disposition was manifested on the 
stesmor trip from Portland to Fort Wran- 
gel and Oliiloat. So marked had this 
trait of being sii.ipicinus of every one 
grown that when Chilcat waa reached 
Father Toasi advised .•\rchbishop Segbor.s 
lo scud F'tiller back to Portland on the re- 
turning steamer. The arcliliiahop, how- 
ever, thought that when the party bad 
»dvaneod beyond the liinits of civilization 
Fuller's fear that some one wa.s jilnlting 
to take his life would leave him. Ho was, 
thoreforo, taken along.

Nctence Honored In the Jubilee Honors— Ojien- 
Ing of the National Liberal Club— £xten- 
sion of the Parcel Post. 



I l''rom Our Own Correspondent.] 
LoNiioN, .July 1st. — The chances of tho 
Irish Land Bill grow every day more 
gloomy. It is bolieved that the party of 
Irish landlords, who have idl along resist- 
od the bill, have at last convinced Lord 
.Salisbury that the measure is unjust to 
llieir cla.ss. Tho Premier, I am told, is 
aetii.illy of opinion that it would be better 
iiol In jjinceed with the measure; but in 
this he meets with the vigorous ojipoaition 
nf ililr, ( Insclieu and Lord Hartiiiglon, 
who iiiaial that it must go on — and must 
indeed be vigorously preiisod. The land- 
birds, however, are working hard in the 
nppnsite direction, and it is quite possible 
t liat I he result of all these intrigues may 
In; siuiiething like a ministerial crisis. In 
any case;, the Laud Bill is a very aerious 
rnck alieuil for Lord Stdisbury's govern- 
ment. The governiiient are hoping to got 
the prorngal ion on or about the iiOtli of 
August. It. is understood that there will 
be no Autumn session. If they are lucky, 
ministers count on getting through a mod- 
est sixth of bills, viz., the three Irish 
iio'tiames the Coercion Bills No. 1 and 
No, and the Land Bill — and three Fin.;- 
liah bills — the Mines Bill, the Trac'es 
Marks Bill and the Land T..-ttnsfer Bill. 
Among tho measures 

TO hi; sacrificed 
at the close of tho session, the Railway 
Bill is placed. Tho government are en- 
doavoiiring lo arrange to take the second 
reading ;«'o /oi i/i'/, under promise of be- 
ing able to meet .successfully all iimend- 
meiit.s in cnuimittee. If this can be ar- 
ranged, there is yet liope for the measure; 
but if not, it will have to be abandoned. 
In one respect the influence of Lord Har- 
tington is likely to be felt this session. 

The government have promised to in- 
troduce a bill for providing technical edu- 
cation in this country, excluding Ireland; 
and it is believed that, when introduced, 
the measure will follow closol}' the linos 
of Henry Roscoe's bill, and will enable 
school boards generllay to establish tech- 
nical achnols under the sanction of the 
aeience and art department. 

It is understood that Sir .John St. Au- 
byn, on his elevation to tho jioorage, will 
adopt the title of Lord St. Lovaii, that 
being the name of the parish in Cornwall 
in which he has property, and that tho 
title taken by Mr. E. Fellows on his ele- 
vation to the peerage will probably ho 
Baron Ramsey, of Ramsey. In presence 
of the published list, there seems little 
warrant for the complaints that have beon 
raised about tho claims of science being 
ignored in tho distribution of Jubilee 
honors. For example, Sir William Arm- 
strong is made a poor; and Mr. Waring- 
ton Smyth, Dr. (larrod, Dr, G. U. Mtio- 
leud. of Edinbiugb, and Mr. J. Wright, 
late civil engineer to tho navy, have had 
the honor of kiiigiitlvjuJ co "' ..'od upnn 
them. Dr. ' .junnii and Captain 
Douglas Gallon have been made Knights 
Commanders of the Bath; while, among 
tho Companions of the Bath, are Prof.

SEVENTY CATS. 

A Montreal Woman's Peculiar Kanp,y-H»r 
Home Reeking with Flltb. 

f/lra. Stephen Morley was up in tho 
Recorder's court at Montreal on a charge 
of keei)ing cats at her residence, St. Hu- 
bert street, causing a public nuiBauce. 
The defendant, attended by her lawyer, 
waa a little late, and as slie swept past 
the repoiters' table, resplendent in a 
beautiful lavender silk dress and bonnet, 
a black lace shawl and yellow gloves, a 
peculiar feline odour was perceptible in 
the court room.

Had visited 
the place several times before, but had not 
been admitted. He did not object; to tho 
fpiantity of cats but strongly did to the 
smell.

FAR WESTKKN FIELDS. 

UrltUk Columbia Valleyt-Thelr Capabilities 
and Hamplei of Oraln They Have 
I'ToUuced. 

The iMont real (?a2eff« says: Mr. M. E. 
iJansereau, a former member of the Mon- 
treal Corn L.\c-liaiigt), who ban V)een resid- 
ing for some years in liritish Columbia, is 
on a visit to .Montreal, and has brought 
with him a niiinlior of saniples of wheat 
sown by the fiirmei's of the Paoilic Pro- 
vince, which he had on o.tliibition ">)n 
'Change" yestenlay, anil which attracted 
attention from the sii|ierior ipiality of tho 
grain, and elicited inaiij' favorable com- 
inelits. Aa was said, it is seldom that 
finer specimens of the product of Caniig 
dian fields are seen, and after looking at 
them no ono could for a moment (juestioi. 
the capabilities of the Paoific province 
from an agricultural point of view. Tho 
season in Britisli Columbia last year was 
an exceptional one; very little niin foil, 
yet the produce of tho wheat fields would 
be reganied as very excellent in the bust 
agricultural districts of Ontario and Que- 
bec. 

THE SA.MPLKS. 

One sample, a largo, hard, clean bor 
ried wheat, grown by Mr. Girouard.of the 
Priest Valley, on unirrigated land, 1,100 
feet above the sea level, selected out of a 

lot of sixty tons, yielded 40 busbols to the 
acre. Another from irrigated land on the 
Soutli Thompson river, at tho same alti- 
tude, was undoubtedly the tinust speci- 
men on view, and a look at it would sat- 
isfy any one that the first prize takon for 
Canadian wheat at the Antwerp exhibi- 
tion was well deserved. It was grown by 
Mr' .John Duck, and the fifty tons from 
which it was selected waa from a yield of 
153 bushels to lliu aero. The sanio rate of 
yield wus obtained on spring aown grain, 
by Mr. A. li. Knox, of the Priest Vallej', 
on unirrigated land, hougli tho sani[)le 
Was hardly so plump aa that from Mr. 
Dunk's farm. ( )ne lot grown after a lirst 
ploughing by Mr. Thomas (iroenhouso, 
1,300 feet above the sea level, gave 2S 
bushels to tho acre, while other samples 
from the Spallumcheen Valley showed 
33, 25, and 25 bushels to the acre spring 
wheat from land that had not been irriga- 
ted, and which had sufi'ored from want of 
moisture during an extraordinarily 'iiy 
summer. 

Tlmse samples were selected Air. A. S. 
Farwell, a portion of whose report is 
quoted by the Gazette, which then goes 
on to say : — 

THE MEED OF HAII.WAV.S 

has hitherto been a drawback, but 
schemes are now on foot to remedy this, 
and transportation facilities on a satis- 
factory scale will goon be provided for 
this section. In the valleys of tho Shus- 
wap and Okanagan alone there are 32B,- 
000 acres of agricultural lands well suited 
for wheat growing, which can be had at 
low rates of payment from the govern- 
ment.

is assured. British Columbia is yet a 
bread-stuffs importing province. During 
1886 the consumption of foreign flour was 

51,234 barrels, and of wheat 18,294 bush- 
els. Tho population is growing, and even 
under favorable conditions it will bo 
soiui) time before consumption i.i 
overtaken, and it bocoincs necoBsary t-o ex- 
|)ort the anrplua. Mr. Dansereiiu ia en- 
thusiastic in his adiiiiration of the country 
tlie climato of which is superior to almoBt 
any part of (.'an.iila, and he tliiiika that in 
the not distant future tlm ricli valleys of 
British Columbia will bo the home of (Jiie 
of the most successful ap;riouUural com- 
munities in North America. All that is 
required is that tho attention of einigrants 
of the right sort from the crowded east 
should be turned towards them. 

A WOKD OK WAKNINI). 

Mr. Danseroau is not impressed with 
llio prospects of a number of the emi- 
grants who have, since tho railroad was 
opened, made their way to the Pacific 
coast. There are too man^ msrchants, 
commission men and clerks m the country 
already, witliout their number haing add- 
ed to. The men to bo suoceuBful are those 
who posaesa agricultural knowledge and 
are ruady to utilize it; and if they have a 
capital of g2,000 or so to start with, so 
much the bettor.

Nojr, can Mr. Robson pro- 
vide any reasonable argument that the 
duties of the trustees are any diSbrent 
within the city limits than those who live 
in rural districts V There ia w' j liu 
makes a mistiko, and attempts to put 
hiiiiaelf in the place of others, rather than 
in a fair way. Such matters should bo 
settled pleasantly. But he assumes the 
whole authority because tlie act does not 
deflnitely state that it applies equally to 
city districts as well as to rural. See 
wdiat tho act says on this i|ue8tion: 

"No steps shall bo taken by tho trualoos of 
any rural school (li.Hi let for procuring a site on 
vvhioli to orcct a sehool-houae without calling a 
apocial mootini; of tho voters ot tholr district to 
coiiHiiler the iimttor," &o.. &c. 

Now, the minister iias ably described 
the city limits. I will give llis own words, 
in case ho should say (as he has done in 
every other particular) that he has boon 

misroprosonted.

Now, 1 wish to ask is it possible for any 
sano man to think, after reading the law 
in reference to rural districts, it was the 
intention of tho Act to so read that tho 
minister of education should have tho 
whole control of sites within the district 
which ho so graphicall}' deacribci iis ex- 
teiuliiig 2^ miles hei/ond the city liniita. 

Further on ho tries to vindicate his pos- 
ition by stating that the trustec44,and pub- 
lic Imvo always boon opposed to the ward 
school sites. Ho goes further and states 
that tho late superintendent of education 
and trustees were oppo.sed to ward schools. 
The trustees aay this is not according to 
facts. But if there waa any one opposed 
to them it is unseemly in the nunister of 
education to denounce all others but him- 
self ill reference to this matter. 

In order to make good his error of 
choice as to site he compares tho diaUiuco 
in Victoria whore children have t<.> walk, 
with rural schools whore children Imve a 
longer distance to walk. The argument 
is iuised on a false principle and is wide 
of the mark. 

It is lawful for the lieut. -governor to 
oxtend the school districts at any time, 
and if tho Victoria school district should 
be even enlarged for several miles more, 
the present minister of education with 
the desire to exert bis authority, will 
claim that Victoria is still under the law, 
a city school district 

If rural school sites are under the con- 
trol of trustees antl ratepayers, how can 
any reasonable person tliiiil; that a large 
city like Victoria which puts into tlie 
treasury of the province yearly nearly as 
much as all the other districts ]nit to- 
gether, should by the strained interpreta- 
tion of the act by the minister of educa- 
tion, have no voice or .say as to achool 
matters. The system in tho caae of tha 
rural districts is as it should bo thorough 
ly democratic; the other, in tho hands of 
t he ministor of education, is extremely au 
tocratic, Ratepayer.
